ordinary  feamen.  Whether  a fri- 
gate may  be  trulled  to  two  thirds  on 
ly,  flf  her  proper  compliment  ot 
men,  mull  depend  on  the  nature  of 
the  fervice  on  which  (lie  is  ordered. 
That  may  fometimes  for  her  laftjVy, 
as  well  as  to  enfure  her  object,  re- 
quire hei  fuiielt  compliment.  In 
a',e  adverting  to  this  fubjeCl,  Congrefs 
will,  perhaps,  conlider  whether  tile 
belt  limitation  on  the  Executive  dif- 
cretion  in  this  cafe,  would  not  be  by 
the  number  of  feamen  which  may  be 
employed  in  the  whole  fervice,  rath- 
er than  by  the  number  of  vefTels. 
Uccalions  oftener  arife  for  the  em- 
ployment of  fmail,  than  of  large 
veflels  : and  it  would  lefTen  rilk  as 
well  as  expenfe,  to  be  authorifed  to 
employ  them  of  preference.  The 
limitation  luggelted  by  the  number 
of  feamen,  would  admit  a fele6lun 
of  veflels  bsil  adapted  to  the  fervice. 

Our  Indian  neighbors  are  advan- 
cing, maity  of  them  with  fpirit,  and 
others  beginning  to  engage  in  the 
purfuits  of  agriculture  and  houfe- 
hold  manufacture.

the  lum  of  thirteen  millions  of  dol- 
lars, whicii,  with  not  mjitK  live 
millions  in  the  treafury  a\tRc  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  have'enabltd 
us  after  meeting  otiier  demands,  to 
pay’  nearly  two  millions  of  the  debt 
contratUd  under  the  Brttifii  treaty 
and  convention,  Upwards  of  four 
millions  of  principal  of  the  public 
debt,  and  four  millions  of  interell.

We  have  tie  plea  lure  of  laying  be- 
t.ire  our  readers,  European  intelliqencr 
to  the  25th  of  October,  IP  days  later 
than  any  advices  previoully  received. 
We  are  indebted  f’-r  this,  to  the  poll  .c- 
nel's  of  Captain  GrofTivare,  of  the  tin; 
Ardent,  which  arrived  at  this  port  iail 
evening,  in  the  Ihortpaffage  of  33  dayi 
from  Grcenocli. 

Peace  is  cor  chided  in  India,  between 
Lord  Lake  and  the  Rajah  of  Burthpore. 
Phis  event  occurred  on  the  10th  of  A- 
pril',  and  the  intelligence  of  it  reached 
England  by  an  overland  dilpatch. 

The  whole  of  the  Kail  India  Ihemwhieh 
was  reported,  had  been  captjred\by  tin 
Rochefort  fquadron,  hive  fafely'  ar- 
rived at  the  Britilh  ports.  The  only 
velTcl  loft,  is  the  Calcutta,  by  whom  the 
rieet  were  convoyed. 

llollilities  had  not  commenced  in  Ita- 
ly or  in  Germany,  at  the  date  of  c**:r  la- 
:e(l  accounts  from  thofe  quarters.  I; 
the  former,  the  force  of  the  French  tin 
dcr  MalTena,  was  cftimntrd  at  120,000 
men,  and  on  the  Rhine,  they  iiad  embo- 
died an  army  of  210,000.  / 

The  Andrians  had  concentrated  their 
forces  in  the  Adige.

It  is  particular- 
ly 1-ecoimncndeJ3b.il  ; outli  should  begin  tiie 
Latin  languagsi^.f  lii^lge  of  six,  or  so  soon  as 
they  are  acquainted  with  tiie  English  alphabet, 
and  the  syllables  of  words,  and  to  continue  its 
study  for  six  or  eight  years.  The  authors  con 
tcmplatcd  to  be  read  after  the  rudiments,  Cor- 
dcrius,  and  Caesar,  arc  principally  the  poets, 
Ovid,  Virgil,  Horace,  Terence,  Lucretiu^yTi. 
hullus  and  Juvenal.  The  practice  of  conVnjt- 
ting  to  memory  select  odes  and  passages  s of 
scanning;  and  composing  Latin  verses,  will 
be  early  and  frequently  attended  to.
